She was born in Germany, 
July 25, 1837 and at the age of eight

During girlhood 
she united with the German Lutheran 
church but later affiliated with tin* 
German Methodist church in this city 
and was a member of that congrega­ 
tion for more than forty years.

Schneck was united in marriage to 
the late Louis Schneck, former state 
senator.

WINTER PROMISES TO 
PROVE A DREAD FDE 


Fighting Forces Facing a Bit­ 


ter Situation. 


London, Nov. 17.— Russia’s invasion 
of East Prussia, Posen and Silesia has 
sent a wave of panic over the eastern 
provinces of the German empire, ac­ 
cording to reports from Stockholm and 
Copenhagen. 
These reports are sig­ 
nificant as indicating that the Russian 
advance is progressing more rapidly 
than has been asserted even by dis­ 
patches from Petrograd. 
It is report­ 
ed 
that the civilian inhabitants of 
Koenigaberg, East Prussia and Bres­ 
lau. in Silesia, are abandoning their 
homes, and that only the m ilitary will 
remain In these strongholds. 
From Copenhagen it is reported, al­ 
legedly from German sources, that Si­ 
lesia expects devastation by fire and 
«word, and that the wealthy Prussian 
landholders w'hose immense estates 
cover Silesia, are leading the exodus 
toward the w est The m ilitary author­ 
ities have done everything possible to 
check the panic, fearing its hurtful in­ 
fluence on Germany’s prospects, but 
has been unable to reassure the inhaly 
itants. 
Invasion W ell Defined. 


W hile these reports may be exag­ 
gerated, there seems little doubt that 
Germ any soon will be reduced to a 
desperate defense along an inner line, 
with the fortresses of Koenigsberg, 
Thorn, Breslau and Cracow' as the 
great links, and with field armies op­ 
erating between. 
The official reports 
from Berlin, while asserting skirmish 
victories over the Russians, admit that 
the czar’s armies are well within East 
Prussian territory and are at the very 
frontiers of Posen and Silesia. 
The 
official reports from Petrograd, wffiile 
conceding desperate resistance by the 
Germans, claim little more than is ad­ 
mitted by the German general staff. 
It appears that the Russians advanc- j 
ing in East Prussia from the east have 
pushed an advance guard about forty 
m fles west of the frontier, and hold a 
etrong po Itio n — Augerburg — at the j 
head of the .Mazur lakes.

A reserve army that will consist of 
more than 1 ."» 0.000 in live years is being 
trained by the war department in eo 
operation with educational institutions 
and organizations advocating the up­ 
building of a national defense machine. 
Foremost among the agencies for the 
establishment of the reserves are the 
students of military instruction camps, 
although the National Rifle Association 
of America, the Army league and other 
organizations are strong factors in the 
movement Students between the ages 
of eighteen and thirty in universities, [ 
colleges and the graduating classes of 
high schools wore trained at the camps 
during the last summer, only those 
physically qualified for military service 
being enrolled. Army oifieers are de­ 
tailed to these camps, and where pos ! 
sible regulars are present to give a 
touch of realism to the encampment. 
“The object of camps is to give the 
young men of the country opportunity 
for a short course iu military training, 
the better to fit them to discharge their 
military duty should their country ever 
stand in need of their services.” says j 
the war department 
“The benefit of these camps to the 
nation is that they foster a patriotic 
spirit, without which a nation soon 
loses its virility and falls into decay; 
they spread among the citizens of the 
country a more thorough knowledge of 
military history, military policy and 
militairy needs, all necessary to the 
complete education of a well oquip|H*d 
citizen 
“As a military asset these camps are 
of great value since they afford tin* 
means of arterially increasing the 
military reserve of the United States 
by instructing a class of educated men 
from which in time of national emer | 
geney would probably be drawn a 
large proportion of the volunteer com 
missioned officers, upon whose judg 
rnent and training at such a time the 
safety and even the lives of many of 
their fellow countrymen will largely 
depend " 
The war department has lent about 
33.000 rifles to educational institutions 
apd organizations for the promotion of 
efficiency in marksmanship 
More than 
fiftv universities and colleges receive 
funds frmb tin* government for inchid 
ing military tactics.

For the price of two two-cent post- 
age stamps one may get a breakfast 
of coffee and sweet bread in Vera 
Cruz these days, for with an Amer­ 
ican dollar, worth five times as much 
as a Mexican peso (and they art* of the 
same size, tom, two two-cent Ameri­ 
can stamps are worth 20 centavos In 
Mexican money, which is a sufficient 
sum to buy the coffee and bread. That 
is the price in the lesser portales. the 
sidewalk 
restaurant 
and 
prinking 
place just off the Plaza de la Const! 
tucion and opposite the ancient paro 
chiai church, which in 1734 was dedi 
cated to Nuestra Sonora de la Asun 
cion—Our I^ady of the Assumption. 
In these portales the men of the mid 
die classes and the enlisted men of the 
American army and navy sit about the 
tables and drink their coffee or beer 
or what they please, while in the next 
block, under the portales of the Hotel 
Diligencias. facing the plaza, the Mex 
Icau refugees of substance, the erst 
while federal generals, the eientificos. 
the ousted officeholders under Victo 
riano Iluerta and tiu* officers of the 
United States army and navy do like 
wise, albeit not quite so cheaply, for 
it will take the price of three two-cent 
postage stamps to get the coffee and 
sweet bread in the Diligencias por 
talcs. 
Not that the coffee is a bit better in 
one place than in the other, and the 
bread all comes from the same bakqr 
ies 
It is nil a matter of caste and 
location.

half times as much as the Mexican

All sorts of Mexican money passe* 
In Vera Cruz nowadays at its face 
value, no matter whether it is in the 
form of National hank hills, (luertistn 
bills, w hich were printed by the mil­ 
lions in the City of Mexico, or the Con 
stitutionalist bills of Carranza or Villa 
The fractional currency bills are even 
more varied, but no ofie ever thinks of

In Vera Cruz. 
Others are in the form 
of tickets—very like milk tickets in the 
United States. 
All are equally good 
here. 
Street car fares are 0 centavos, 
or 1 1-5 cents gold 
A first class fare 
from Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico, 
Including a berth in a Bull man, costs 
$19.00 
Mexican, or $3.92 American 
money, for an all ntgtit or all day 
Journey. 


Confederate Bill Passed. 
A twenty dollar Confederate bill wras 
passed the other day at a curio store, 
nnd the man who passed it received 2 
pesos' worth of merchandise and 98 
pesos In money. The curio dealer was 
greatly surprised when he was told 
that the Confederate bill was worth 
only a few cents as a curiosity. Any 
piece of paper looking like a bank bill 
afid priuted in English, with figures on 
it, would pass for its alleged face value 
here among the Mexicans. 
It would 
not have to be counterfeit money. 
Stage money, advertisements, any old 
thing that looked like money would do. 
Luckily for the Mexicans, there Is a 
first class secret service here under the 
American rule, and suspicious charac­ 
ters are hustled out of the port as 
quickly as they are spotted. If it were 
not for this Vera Cruz wouid be a 
paradise just now* for “shovers of the 
queer" and green goods artists.
